Dartmouth College in BASIC, which 
is the universal language of in- 
teractive computing. 

In 1964 she joined the Clarke 
College faculty and in 1965 she was 
the first person to receive a PhD in 
Computer Sciences from the 
University of Wisconsin-Madison. 
Later that year Sr. Mary Kenneth 
founded the Clarke College com- 
puter science department. 

Sr. Mary Kenneth consulted for 
state and local government offices 
and for private industry. She also 
wrote several textbooks with IBM 
and conducted research with the 
National Science Foundation. 

Her research led Clarke to develop 
a master’s degree program in 
Computer Applications in 
Education. This program instructs 
teachers on the use of computers in 
the classroom. 

Sister Mary St. Clara Sullivan, 91, 
died Wednesday, Jan. 16, of 
congestive heart failure.

The home economics 
department and Sr. Mary St. Clara 
earned accreditation. from the 
American Dietetic Association ‘on

From 1938-69 she conducted the 
“Clarke Radio Kitchen” on WKBB, 
which is now WDBQ. The program 
featured demonstrations and 
discussions on a variety of food 
topics and Sr. Mary St. Clara closed 
each show with a new recipe. 

She also published four cookbooks 
and contributed to a weekly column 


for homemakers in the Telegraph 
Herald. 

_ Sr. Mary St. Clara received the 
McCall’s Award in 1951 as one of - 
seven U.S. women ‘radio 
executives performing the greatest 
public service to women.” 

In 1975, Second District 
Congressmen Michael Blouin 
recognized her in the Congressional 
Records for her years of service to 
homemakers.
